The common moral sentiment of 
the country, the religious faith and 


traditions of the people, and the con- 
sciousness of natural right all unite 


to make the demand thut the saloons 
be closed on Sunday. Local pride also 
demands it. The people of Denver 
hold that their fair, rich city is also a 


moral, intelligent, ~cultivated city. 


Hence they desire that it should assume 


the ways of eastern centers of morality, 
culture and refinement. .. 


The demand for the closing of the 


saloons on the Sabbath in an attack 


upou the business of no man or no 


class of men. It is simply a demand 
that a particular kind of business shal] 
conforin to the rule, prescribed by law, 
by custom and by religious faith and 
tradition for all. 

The saloon-keeper cannot claim, 
with the hotel and boarding-house 
keeper, that he deals in an article of 
imperative every day necessity to the 
people. Those to whom strong drink 
has, in a certain and a tragic sense, 
become a daily necessity, will provi- 
dently provide themselves for the exi- 
gencies of the Sabbath. There will be 
no loss of custom from these. 

The Sunday-closing movement is not 
aprohibition movement. Itis simply 
an advance toward the better common 
— of the highest and richest civiliza- 

ons. 

The open saloon on the Sabbath is 
not a sign of progress. It is not a 
mark of enlightenment. It is not an 
assurance of that strong, true moral- 
ity on which alone are builded up 
stable government and pure and or- 
derly society. It is rather a reminder 
of the reckiess, tumultuous life of the 
first mining camps. It is evidence of 
lingering lawlessness. It is certain 
these things are repellant to the 
eastern mau of culture, seeking a new 
home, and to the eastern capitalist 
looking for investments. - 

The citizens of Denver claim, with 


emphatic unanimity, that the city not 
only displays the elegancies of wealth, 


but that she also presents all the 


charms of intellectual and moral de- 
velopment. Let them, then, with 
equal unanimity, demand that the 
signs proclaiming the contrary be

Was Hardie Murdered by Indians or 
Whites?—What Gen. Grierson 
Has to Say on the 
Subject. 


The various departments of the Su-

To the members of the bar ‘of Los An- 
géles county—GEeNTLEMEN: The under- 
signed, your committee, appointed by a meet- 
ing of the bar, held on yesterday to draft suit- 
able resolutions expressive of the sentiment 
of the bar concerning their late brother, 
Robert Hardie, respectfully report the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 

WHEREAS, we have learned with d 
and sincere regret of the sad and untimely 
death, on the 24th day of May, 1890, near 
Tombstone, in the Territory of. rizona, of 
Robert Hardie, a member of Los Angeles 
county; therefore be it by the members of 
the bar in general meeting assembl 

lved, that Mr. Hardie was a caref 
studious and able lawyer, a gentleman 
stainless reputation and high integrity, 
and one who had conducted h f. 
fessionally and socially, with such geutle- 
ness and liberality toward his fellow-men 
that he justly won the high regard of all 
who knew him. 

Resolved, that, as an evidence of our es- 
teem for our d ther, we request 
the several departments of the Superior 
Court of this county, so far as their busi- | 
ness may permit, to adjourn today during 
the time of tie funeral. 

Resolved, that, as expressive of our sym- 
pathy forthe family of the deceased, the 
secre of this meeting be and is hereby 
reqested to deliver to them a copy of these 
resolutions, and cause.the same to be pub- 
lished in the newspapers of this city.

DR. HAYNES’S STORY. 

Dr. Haynes, who was with Mr. 
Hardie when he was killed, was too 
tired to be seen Tuesday night when 
he arrived with the body, but in 
answer to a question yesterday as to 
whether the supposed Indians might 
not have been desperadoes disguised as 
Indians, he said: 

“TI saw one of them just as plainly as 
I now see you, and I know he was an 
Indian; you cannot make a mistake 
about an Indian’s physiognomy. This 


‘fellow was very close to me, and there 


is not the slightest doubt in my mind 
as to his race; he looked almost ex- 
actly like the pictures published of - 
Geronimo. I am sure they were 
Indians.“ 

Gen. Grierson is of the opinion that 
Hardie. was not killed by Indians.

wild country in Arizona, and it is not 
positively known that his murderer 
was a white man, it is charged to the 
Indians. Thefact is that there are 
only five Indians in Arizona who are 
not on reservations. These five are of 
the party of eight convicts who killed 
Sheriff ynolds and his deputy. 
Three of them were killed and the 
other five are at large. 

„Instead of sending the first infor- 
mation of Hardie’s murder to the 
nearest military | post, which was Fort 
Bowie and Fort Huachuca, it is sent 
to San Francisco. However, as soon 
as the intelligence of the affair reached 
Fort Bowie and Fort Huachuca, 
troops were sent to Rucker’s Cafion, 
and the country was scoured. No 
trace of Indians could be found. 

„Every effort possible is being made 
to run down the murderers of Hardie, 
The authorities at Fort Bayard, Fort 
Grant, Fort Lowell and Fort Thom 
as well as at Fort Bowie and Fo 
Huachuea, have all got troops on the 
trail. Ifthe murder was the work of 
Indians they will all be run down and 

ed, as soon as the fact is established 
that Indians did the killing. I have 
directed scouts to be put on the trail, 
and the redskins cannot possibly es- 
cape. It is only a question of time 
when they will be captured. 

The Indians are all quiet. I have 
just received word from San Carlos 
that the Indians are ail on the reser- 
vation and are peaceable. Several 
times lately when murders have been 
charged up to Indians in Arizona it 
has been afterward demonstrated that 
white men did the work. If Hardie 
was killed by the five redskins who 
murdered Sheriff Reynolds the blame 
cannot attach to the army, for these 
same Indians were turned over by the 
War Department to the civil author- 
ities to be tried for murder. It was 
from the civil authorities they es- 
caped.’

A Batch of Chinamen Conviot-

Ah Him and twenty-one other

The woodwork of ‘headers 
and other machinery is weather-beaten 
and cracked, the iron is rusted and 
ready to break at the least provocation, 
and machines which, with proper care

kindness. The birds are kept ond 
treated like songsters bred. in parlors. 
The buildings are often so tight and 
warm that the inmates er 
for wantof pure air. They are al- 
lowed little exercise, and, as a conse- 
uence, they are lacking ‘in vitality. 
hey become sick on the slightest ex- 
. and are then dosed like feeble 
fants. They are subject to all kinds 
s and ailments. They pro- 
duce but few eggs, and these are con- 
sidered far too valuable to ent, and 
often prove unfertile, so they are of 
no value for raiging chickens. Fowls 
with exceedingly long pedigrees, 
which are raised in buildings fitted up 
with all the modern improvements 
and fed on dainties, are — | valua- 
ble for exhibition at fairs and corre- 
spondingly worthless as of 
strong, healthy chicks. 

Otber ns keep quite a different 
kind of fowls and 1 scarcely any 
care or attention to them. No at- 
tempt is made to improve the old barn- 
yard strain of fowls, or even to infuse 
new blood into it. They practice 
“breedin in and in“ till the stock 
“runs ou 

If the birds have any protection at 
all they find it under barns and out- 
buildings or on the side of haystacks. 
They have a chance to roost in the 
branches of trees, on the tops of build- 
ings or fences. Chickens that have 

the ability to reach high resting 
places stay on the ground where pean 
are quite likely to be disturbed b 
dutory animals. Possibly afew of ‘ the 
fittest survive,” but if they do 
their lives are prolonged 1n consequence 
of their ability to contend witu their 
enemies and to endure almost any 
amount of hunger and exposure. They 
are allowed to range at large when 
there is no on Ts ge to damage, and 
when there is little they can pick up 
toeat. During the time there are in- 
sects, fruits and vegetabies to eat they 
are kept penned up. ‘They are then fed 
raw corn, and allowed a few bits of 
gravel, which are supposed to serve an 
excellent purpose in aiding digestion 
and improving the appetite.

Now comes Gen. Raum’s new figures 
worked up with creat care from compari- 
sons of the records in the Pension Office 
and the War Department with the ac- 
cepted American life tables, showing that 
more than one-third of the survivors 
of the war have, by their service 
in the field, shortened their expecta- 
tion of life by at least twelve years. 
Gen. Kaum’s calculations show that there 
are 586,000 of such veterans now living, 
who will yet give twelve years of life to 
the preservation of the U nion. 

The country has already comprehended 
the cost of nationality as expressed in the 
known death lists of the war. But hence- 
forth there will enter a new element, of 
most pathetic character and wide-reaching 
magnitude. Of those veterans whom the 
years have spared, more than half a million 
of them, because of the strain of active field 
life, will die twelve years earlier than if 
they had not been subjected to the wear 
and excitement of camps and marches and 
battles. 

ltis estimated that about 1,250,000 Union 
veterans survive. More than every third 
one of these is yet to yield up twelve years 
of life as his contribution toward saving the 
Union. Well may the Nation stand with 
uncovered heads as this column of veterans 
passes by. One in three of those who are 
met in all the busy walks of life, and in 
every corner of the land, are men with lives 
shortened by patriotic service under the 
flag. Oue in three of those who wore the 
blue are yet to contribute many years of 
life as their part of an undischarged cost of 
the Union. 

In grasping such ideas as these figures 
shadow forth, the mind faltera. Butno one 
will fail to grasp the central fact that more 
than half a million men are yet to pay for 
arestored Union with a goodly portion of 
their lives.

RAILWAY’COMMISSIONERS. 


They Meetin National Convention to 
Discuss Legislation. 

WASHINGTON, May 28.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The National Con- 
vention of Railroad Commissioners met 
here today. Chairman Cooley of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission pre- 
sided. The report of the committee on 
legislation said that lack of uniformity 
in railway legislation was due, first, to 
want of harmony between Congress 
and State legislatures; second, to want 
of harmony in the legislation of the 
diferent States. The report recom- 
‘mended that the main features of the 
interstate commerce law be made a 
part of the laws of different States, 
and that laws be enacted by Congress 
securing uniformity in the various de- 
tails of railroad equipment and man- 
agement, with a view to the greater 
safety of employés and the public. 

A statement compiled by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission showed 
that during the yom ending June 30, 
1889, there were killed on the railways 
in the United States 5823 pore. and 
26,039 were injured. Of the number 

killed 192 were employés, 310 passen- 
gers, and 3541 denominated “other 
persons.“ Of the injured 20,028 were 
employés, 2146 passengers, and 4135 
“other persons.’ The number of rail- 
way employés in the United States is 
given as 704,736.

Now, the only reason why it 
did not take effect this year is because 
it did not become a law in time for 
this year’s assessment. The law re- 
quires all persons to make a statement 
of all property belonging to, in the 
possession or under the control of said 
person at 12 o’clock m. on the first Mon- 
day of March.

A Large Frult Sale.

A sale bas just been made which is 
prubably the largest single transaction 
ever made in fresh fruits in California. 
The San Francisco agents of a Chicago 
firm have negotiated with Gen. Bid- 
well for the sale of the entire season’s 
crop of his Rancho Chico orchards of 
1250 acres, and vineyard of about two 
bundred acres. The firm has resold, 
at a handsome profit, a portion of the 
crop to canning companies at Marys- 
ville and Yuba City, and will dry the 
rest at Chico. The magnitude of this 
transaction can be realized when it is 
known that the crop will be anywhere 
from four to six million pounds of ap- 
ricots, peaches, pears, plums. prunes, 
nectarines, grapes, biackberries, al- 
monds, walnuts and raisins.
